The last and most brilliant of the
card receptions of the season took place
at the White House on Thursday eve-
ving when the officers of the army and
of the navy paid their cespecis to their
pesident as commander in chiel, his
wile and his official fawily. The decora-
tions were artistic and appropriate.
The fiag was seen everywhere, The east
room was particnlarly martial in its
appearance, the windows being cur-
tained with tmmense (banoers, the pil-
Inre wrapped with them sod & maes of |
bunting arranged about the great chan-
delier, prodocing a pretity canopy effect.
The ample folds of the flags were caught
with ropes of smilax and mantels and
fireplaces were banked with red and
white asaleas, The long corridor wus
hung with flags of the president, the
admiral of the navy, the secretaries of
the army and navy, ete,

The receiving line was shorter than
osual  including, in addition to the
presidont and Mre, Koosevelt, Mesdames
Root, litcheock, Payne and Kaeox,
Mre. Rooaevelt was most becomingly
attired in wrquoise bive, & ginmon
necklace and a bloe nigrette completing
her costume, The dasbing lull dress
wniforme of the officers mdded brilliancy
to the seens and the officers of the Ger-
man ship Moltke, who were accom-
panied by the Uerman smbassador,
ndded variety to the elfect.

Rear Admiral Robley D). Evans was
wmong the first of the maval officers in
the line and Mr, Hoosevelt's greeting,
which unfortunately 1 failed to eatch,
caused o vipple ol langhwer to extend
down the receiving iine, General and
Mra, Miles arrived late and mucl speca.
